A private letter from Dr, Wdward Palmer 
ofthe Smithsonian Tustitute—the well-known 
naturalist who has mado so many fatiguing 
journeysamong the mountains of Arizona, inthe 
oauza of science—-apprizes us of the loss of 22 
boxes of specimens collected ia Arizona and 
Sonora. The boxes wera shipped from the port 
of Guayinas and were on board the “Golden 
City” when that vessel was wrecked, The doc» 
tor with hi~ characteristie energy, is preparing 
tomako the circuit of Arizona and Sonora 
again, He left Washing‘on onthe [2th nit, 
for Salt Luke City, and will proesed thence to 
Mohave in this Territory.

THE LATEST HORROR. 


Twenty-one Unarmed Men and Twe Women 
Attacked by Endians—Prwo Men Kliiled 
and ‘Khree Kscapo—Sixicen Men and Twy 
Women Missing. 

On Thursday evening, the Gth ult, two 
teams belonging to Messrs, Kennedy and Is» 
rael left this iown on their way to Camp Grant 
loaded with liquors, provisions, dry goods, etc., 
and neecompanied by a party of 21 men, 
including the men named, and two women. 
On the sitemoon of Saturday, the 28th, when 
abont, 20 miles distant from Camp Grant, g 
large party of Imiians came ous on the plain 
avrrounded the wagons, and at the first volly 
from their bows aad muskets killed Mr. Israel 
and mortally wounded Mr Kennedy. The In» 
dians now rushod up and took possession 
of the guns of their victis, and there being 
but four guns with tho entire purty the sucviv- 
ora now found themselves sMaost entirely at 
tho mercy (?) of the savages; snd,.knowing 
well the quality of savage marcy concluded to 
fiy. Accordingly threo of the party, Amer- 
icanu, ove of whom bad secured ono of tha re- 
maining gang, started for Camp Grant, while 
the mejority, 15 Mexicans one American 
named Haghes, and the two we men conelud~ 
ed to return to Tucson, The three Americans 
arrived nt Camp Grant tho same evening and 
reported as we have stated. 

But the following additional information 
was obtained on Sunday from Mr, Cox driver 
of the mail buggy between Tucson and Pior» 
sitce via Grant, On Satarday evening he toft 
Camp Grant with the mail for Tucaon, and 
when about threas miles from that post was 
met by the three mən before mentioned, who 
imformed him what had occarred. Seeing 
that they were well night oxhausted he returns 
ed withthem to the post, and reported their 
cage to the commanding officer who immediat- 
aly started a company ot cavalry for the scene, 
as also a wagon laden with water and other 
necessaries for the wounded, if any there 
should be. Mr. Cox now started forth again 
and after a drive of three hours came up to 
where Mr, Kennedy lay by the roadside—still 
alive, but with au arrow protruding from his 
breast, the painy of which restedin his lungs 
He said he felt that he was dying, which Mr. 
Cox considered gaite probable as he was 
vomiting blood at intorvals of ten or fifteen 
minutes. Placing one of his blankets under 
the head of the wounded man and carefully 
wrapping the other around his body Mr, Cox 
informed bim that a wagon would shortly are 
rive, with facilities for taking him to Grant; 
and so having done everything in his power to

CONVENTION 


‘BETWEEN 


THE UNITED STATES AND THE KING- 
DOM OF WURTTEMBERG., 


By the President of the United States of 
America. 


Warreas a treaty concerning the citizeaship 
of emigrants, between the United States of 
America and his Majesty the Kieg of Wurt- 
temberg, was concluded and signed by their 
respective plenipotentiares, At Stuttgart en 
tbe tweny-eeventh day of July, eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-eight, which treaty, being in 
the Eng ish and German languages, is word 
for word aa follows: 

The President of the United States of Ater- 
ica and his Majesty the King of Wurttemberg, 
led by the wish to regulate the citizenship ot 
those persons who emigrate fegm the United 
States of America to Wurttemberg, and from 
Wurttemberg, to the territory ot the United 
States of America, have resolved to treat 
on this subject and have fur that purpose ap- 
pointed plenipotientiaries, to conclude a con- 
vention, that istosay. ‘The President of the 
United States of America, George Bancroft, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minter Plentpo- 
tenuary, and his Majesty the King of Wart- 
temberg, bis Minister of the royal house and 
of toreign affairs, Charles Baron Varnbuler, 
who have agreed to and signed the following 
articles. 

Anticiel. 


Citizens of Wurttemberg, who have become 
or shall become naturalized citizens of the 
United States of America, and shall haye ro- 
sided uninterruptedly within the United States 
five years, shali be held by Wurtemberg to ba 
American citizens and shall be treated as 
such Reciprocally, citinens of the United 
States of America who have become or shall 
become naturalized citizens of Wurttemberg, 
and shall have resided uninterruptedly within 
Warttemberg five yeara, shall be held by the 
United States to be citizens of Wurttemberg, 
and shall be treated aa such. The declaration 
of an intention to bacome a citizen of the one 
or the other country has not for either party 
the effect of ERE AT 


ARTICLE II, 


A naturalized citizens of the one party on 
retura tu the territory of the other party re- 
maines liable to trial and punishment for an 
action punishable oy the laws of his original 
country, and committed before his emigration; 
saving alwaya tha limitation established by the 
laws of his original country, or any other re- 
mission of liability to punishment, 


Aatioe ITI. 


The convention forthe mutual delivery of 
criminals, fugitives from justice, in certain 
cases, concluded between the United States 
the 16 June, 1852, 13 October, 1853, remains 
in force without change. 


Artic IY, 


If a Wurttemberg, natoralized in America, 
~ f@néwa his recidence in Wurtemberg. without 
the intent to return to America, he shall be 
eld tohave renounced his naturalization in 
the United States. Reciprocally, ifan Amer- 
ican naturalized in Wurttemberg, renews his 
residence in tha United States without the 
intent toreturn to Wurttemberg, he shall be 
held to have renounced his naturalization in 
urttemberz, The intent notto return may 
beheld to exiat when the person naturalized 
| tn the one country resides more than two years 
in the other country,
